For twelve years a “health register 
has been kept of every house in Paris. A 
study of these records shows that over- 
crowding and insanitary conditions do not 
favor the spread of consumption as much 
as does the absence of sunshine. Old, dirty, 
and even dilapidated houses with plenty of 
sunshine showed fewer cases of tuberculosis 


and air were almost excluded and where 
there were many servants. Many of these 
expensive houses were found to be veritable 
breeding places for consumption. 

If the sun is shining throw up the shades, 
part the window curtains, and give its 
health promoting rays a chance to flood 
every accessible corner of the room.

STRIKES PACKERS 


Federal Grand J ury Subpeenas 


Served on Officers and Em- 


ployes of Morris & 
Company. , 


MAY AFFECT OTHER FIRMS 


Sequel of a Quiet Investigation 
Conducted by Orders Re- 
ceived from Wash- 


ington. 


—— 


Following a quiet investigation by three 
agemts of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion the federal grand jury today will 
to probe into alleged rebating by the great 
packing houses of Chicago. The inquiry 
began with the issuance of 100 grand jury 
subpoenas by United States District Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis late Monday evening. 
Early yesterday almost the entire force of 
United States deputy marshale was re- 
quisitioned to serve the subpoinas. 

Morris & Co. ere the first to be hit by this 
new activity of the department of justice. 
Between twenty-five and thirty subpoenas 

were served upon 
ployés in the company’s office at the stock- 
yards. Other packing firms who, according 
to rumors about the federal building, will 
be called upon to give testimony before the 
grand jury, are Armour & Co., Swift & Co., 
and Schwarzschild & Sulzberger. 

United States District Attorney Sime re- 
fused to give out any information as to the 
scope of the government's investigation, but 
officials of Morris & Co. admitted that a num- 
ber of subpoenas had been served upon their 
employés. Officials of the other packing 
houses assert hopefully that they Will not 
be involved. 


Plea of Innocence Made. 

We do not know what this investigation 
refers to, but understand that it is in connec- 
tion with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion,’’ said M. W. Borders, general counsel! 
for Morris & Co. We ͤ do know that we have 
obeyed the law. Our instructions to all of our 
employés have been to observe the law, and 
we believe they have done so.” 

Edward Morris reiterated Mr. Border’s 
statement and declared that as far as he 
knew his firm had not violated the law. 

Orders for the inquiry came direct from the 
department of justice at Washington. Toa 
correspondent of THE TRIBUNE Attorney 

General Bonaparte last night said the invest!- 
gation has been proceeding but little over a 
week. He declared the case has nothing to 
do with the anti-trust law, but plainly deals 
with, rebating. When urged to give the 


names of the Chieago packers tnvolved in 


the inquiry he said only Morris & Co. hed 
been mentioned to him. He said District At- 


upon his report of probable violations of the 
law by the packing company an order was 
issued from the department of justice di- 
recting him to begin suit. 


Case in Hands of Wade Ellis. 


Attorney General Bonaparte declared that 
the case is entirely in the hands of Assistant 
Attorney General Wade Ellis and that to 
him had been left the duty of advising with 
District Attorney Sims. As to the specific 
nature of the charges against Morris & Co. 
Attorney General Bonaparte pleaded igno- 
rance and asked to be excused from discuss- 
ing the case further. 

Previous explanations offered as to Mr. 
Sims’ journey to Washington, which in part, 
as admitted by Attorney General Bonaparte 
last night, had to do with arranging for the 
present investigation, were explained away. 
Upon his return to Chicago it was given out 
that the journey of the district attorney and 
his assistant, James H. Wilkerson, to the 
national capital was solely to urge upon 
congress the necessity of establishing a law 
library in the Chicago district attorney’s 
office. Special Agent H. B. Marble of the 
department of justice also visited Chicago 
last week and his presence Was explained as 
merely a passing through visit. 

Every effort to keep the investigation a 
secret was made by Distrtet Attorney Sims 
and his assistants. The subpcenas were 
issued by Judge Landis at the close of court 
Monday night. The service was made as 
early the next morning as United States 
Marshal Luman T. Hoy thought the men 
could be found at the offices of Morris & Co. 
The deputy marshals who served the sum- 
monses were ordered to keep silent. 


Other Companies Not Hit Yet. 


The Statement of the attorney general that 
Morris & Co. alone probably are involved in 
the investigation was borne out by the 
specific denials of general counsel for other 
Chicago packing houses. 

“None of the officers or employés of Swift 
& Co. has been subpcenaed to appear before 
the federal grand jury, so far as I know,” 
declared Albert H. Veeder, general counsel 
for the company. I will go further than 
that and say positively that no one connected 
with the company has received a summons.” 

Ws are not connected in any way with the 
present action,“ said Edward A. Lundburg, 
general counsel for Schwarzschild & Suls- 
berger. I first heard of it when a friend 
came into our office and asked me if I hed 
been summoned. As soon as I found out what 
was going on I took the matter up with our 
general officers and found that it does not 
concern us.“ 


Armour & Co.’s Lawyers Talk. 

Arthur Meeker, general manager of Ar- 
mour & Co., said he had not heard anything 
about it. 

“TI have been laid up with a cold,” he ex- 
plained. I have not left the house all day. 
Perhaps Thomas J. Conners, our general su- 
perintendent, could tell you something 
about it.“ 

I only know that tt does not affect Ar- 
mour & Co. in any way,” said Mr. Conners. 
No officer of employé of the company has 
been subpcenaed.’’ 

“It is said that the deputy marshals went 
directly from Morris & Co.’s to the offices of 
Armour & Co.,“ Mr. Conners was told.

JORY-ACQUITS ALD, COUGHLIN 


Finds Bathhouse“ Not Guilty of 
Attack on Photographer. 


TRIAL AN IMPRESSIVE ONE. 


Remarkable Unanimity Observed in 
Witnesses for the Defense. 


The Hon. Bathhouse Jonn Coughlin, aider- 
man for eighteen years of the richest ward 
in the world, took comfort last night from 
information that he was found not gullty in 
the case of assault and battery brought 


against him by Lyman L. Atwell, a newspa- 
per photographer. His trial was à result ot a 
fracas in front of the Coliseum the night of 
the First ward ball, Dec. 14. 

The fifty minutes that the jury m Judge 
Newcomer’s branch of the Criminal court 
took in reaching this verdict constituted one 
of the most unpleasant periods of the alder- 
man’s life. 

The case wound up with as much formality 
as if it had been a big murder trial. Judge 
Newcomer read instructions for halt an hour. 
Attorney Robert E. Cantwell made one of nis 
“ weepful celebrated speeches. He pictured 
“The Bath dying and blessing the jurors 
for proclaiming him the innocent man that 


he was.

Alton Express Leaving Chicago 
Hit by B. and O. Freight. 


TWO MEN HURT IN CRASH. 


Engineers Stubbornly Refuse to Tell 
Police of the Accident. 


— 


A carload of Christmas mail—messages and 
presents to loved ones—was destroyed last 
night by a fire which followed a crash be- 
tween two trains on a crossing near Thirty- 
eighth street and Archer avenue. 

The Chicago and Alton passenger train 
which left the Union depot at 9 o'clock bound 
for St. Louis was run into twenty minutes 
later by a Baltimore and Ohio freight train 
as it was passing over the crossing. The 
mall car was overturned and the several 
passenger coaches were jolted so severely 
that many of the occupants jumped for their 
lives. 

Two men—a mail clerk and a fireman, the 
latter hurt while fighting the blaze—were in- 
jured, and the train service was tied up for 
several hours before the fre was put out and 
the wreckage cleared away. 

The work at the blazing car was watched 
by the unseated passengers, who were kept 
waiting two hours before their train was 
made up again and sent out over the Santa 

tracks. Many of them were on their way 
to visit relatives in the south and south- 
west and were deeply moved by the destruc- 
tion of the mail intended for the same part 
of the country. 

Cause of Crash Not Found. 

The exact cause of the accident could not 
be learned by the police. What they were 
told was that the engine of the passenger 
and its tender had gone over the crossing 
over which the mall car was passing, when 
the heavy freight with two engines rolled 
down upon it. 

The mail coach was struck squarely on the 
side and overturned. The first engine of the 
freight was thrown from the tracks at a 
right angle to the second. The impact wes 
not heavy, but before the crash of the col- 
lision and the sound of breaking glass had 
died’ down passengers were pouring from 
the Alton train. 

They saw five mail clerks crawling out of 
the door on the upper side of the mail car, 
and before the last one had made his escape 
the coach eaught fire from its gas lamps. 
Two fire engines and a truck were called to 
fight the blaze, but the supply of gas in the 
tank of the car and its varnished and painted 
woodwork continued to flame in spite of the 
flood of water.

How the Plot Was Formed. 


The plotters met in the residence In Caracas 
of Garbiras Guzman, secretary general in 
the last Castro cabinet, and who was placed 
in charge of President Castro's personal bust 
nese in Venesuela when the president left 
for Germany. The conepirators decided upon 
a coup d'état. They determined to assas- 
sinate Acting President Gomez, José de Jesus 
Paul, the foreign minister; Gen. Leopoldo 
Baptista, and other prominent men; seize the 
administration of the country, and with the 
army terrorize and overawe the population. 

Torres-Cardenas, who was at one time min- 
ister of the Interior under President Castro 
and later his personal secretary, wae the 
active leader of the conspiracy.

Doctrines Promulgated in Col- 
leges by Occult Sect Sub- 
ject of Inquiry. 


MEMBERS IN CHICAGO. 


“Do, Dare, and Be Silent“ Cult 
Said to Have Branches 
Here. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 22.—{Special.]—An 
investigation by every university and col- 
lege im the United States of the teachings 
of “the order of the fifteen,”’ an occult eect 
modeled on the old Besant-Blavatsky the- 
osophy, with modern trimmings, is now on. 
The inquiry follows the action of Dr. Char- 
lotte Abbey, superintendent of the women ‘s 
directory here, who sent to Provost Charles 
C. Harrison and the trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, the correspondence be- 
tween herself and F. Homer Curtis, a med- 
ical student at the university and secretary 
of the order.” 

Dr. Abbey is still a member of the fifteen. 
The correspondence is rather. i 
although it would not be in a medical book 
or one devoted to psycho-therapeutics. Three 
prominent clergymen of Philadelphia, a score 
of the foremost society people and literary 
folk, and students and professors in every 
big college in the east and middle west are 
known to be converts of the teachings of the 
“ great white lodge of the order. 

The postal authorities, police, and univer- 
sity authorities have the lists of the mem- 
bers and the tenets of the organization will 
be rigidly investigated. From what has be- 
come known the teachings of the order rest 
upon the effort to raise the sexual relation. 

Artist Earle’s Kind Won’t Do. 

“ Affinitized souls is one of the things 
believed in. This does not mean the kind 
made popular by F. Pinney Earle, the New 
York artist, who had such trouble with his 
doctrine. The “ affinitized souls and all 
the other parts of the doctrine of the order 
are only proper under the sacrament of 
marriage. If one affinitized soul meets an- 
other which is in wedlock it cannot consort 
with the other until the former bond 16 
dissolved naturally or by the divorce court. 

“When unaffinitized souls marry,” said 
Mr. Curtis today, explaining, “‘they must 
bear their own karma in the consequence of 
their acts. They cannot consort until this 
natural consequence has been expended. 
We believe in divorce by mutual consent, 
because that consent naturally dissolves 
the karma. The letters between Dr. Abbey 
and myself dealt with the sex relationship 
on the higher plane or this phase of the 
matter.“ 

Curtis is sald to have taught his tenets 
and given them the motto, Do, dare, and 
be Silent.“ 

“ The great white lodge. which is the inner 
circle of the fifteen,’’ said Curtis, has its 
followers in évery big college in the country 
and in the best social circles of every great 
city in the United States. Clergymen and 
many professional men and women are 
members. The lists are large. Outside of 
Philadelphia, New York and Chicago have 
many.” 

Claim to Include a Bishop. 

Dr. Charlotte Abbey, from the letters 
which she sent to Dr. Edgar F. Smith, vice 
provost of the university, went away down 
to the bottom of the teachings of the order. 
When she had got all the information she 
desired she resigned and sent all the corre- 
spondence to Dr. Smith. That there is any 
“free love or any allied subject either 
taught or practiced by “the fifteen is 
denied indignantly by all concerned. 

“Why, it's so respectable,” said Mr. Cur- 
tiss, that there is even a bishop enrolled.” 
Mr. Curtiss would not say who the bishop 
was or where he hails f 

I have not read the literature sent me by 
Dr. Abbey,” said Dr. Smith tonight. “ When 
I read her letter I turned the whole matter 
over to two of the oldest and wisest profes- 
sors in the university, with instructions to 
make a thorough investigation. Personally 
I know nothing of this society and nothing to 
its detriment, but if thereis anything unto- 
ward about the doctrines advocated by any 
cult of which. a student at this institution Is 
a member it must cease so far as connection 
gwith the university is concerned. 

„The investigators have not reported, and 
until they do I can say nothing regarding this 
reported order. Some time ago I heard a re- 
port that among the students was an organi- 
zation holding beliefs on free love with which 
most of us are at variance. An investigation 
then led to nothing. Then I received Dr. 
Abbey’s complaint and resolved to look into 
the matter.’’ 

Tendencies Merely Theosophical. 

It is denied by Curtiss and others of the so- 
ciety that it is other than theosophical in its 
tendencies. One member went so far today 
asto deny that the society exists or that there 
is an “inner circle”’ which meets at the 
house of the member in question, Mise Har- 
riet Brown, of Spring Garden street and 
Ridge avenue. 

Dr. Charlotte Abbey, who is a middle aged 
woman and superintendent. of the women's 
directory organization, engaged in charitable 
work, said: 

„ do not think that the order has wide- 
spread membership in the university, but I 
believe that there are many intelligent people 
in Philadelphia who are members. I re- 
signed several months ago because the doc- 
trines promulgated came to include things 
which are at variance with truly moral ideals. 
The theory of soul affinity was upheld. Such 
ideas as that are sickly rot and I determined 
it best to refer the matter to Dr. Smith to act 
as he thought wisest.” 

The members of the inner circle’ of the 
cult are sald to be Curtiss, secretary; Mrs. 
V e Mountain, private teacher, 725 East 
Ww lawn avenue, Germantown; Dr. Rock- 
well R. Robinson, a dentist, 1621 Chestnut 
street; Mrs. Marion Van Ness, 4601 Spring- 
field avenue, and Mies Brown. 

Miss Brown is employed as secretary by 
Heller and Brightly. mathematical and 
astronomical instrument makers, who have 
their factory in the same building in which 
her apartments are. Curtiss also has a work- 
shop in the building. 

We do not teach free love as Dr. Abbey de- 
clares.“ said Curtiss. We do teach, how- 
ever, purity in the relation of the sexes, and 
especially in the relation of husband and 
wife. In our letter touching on certain topics 
we discussed only relations of husband and 
wife and not affinities, soul mates, or any- 
thing else in the popular and degraded mean- 
ings of those terms. 

We believe that Dr. Abbey took the letters 
of Dr. Smith and put a wrong construction on 
them.”’

TO RESTORE TRADE

sealed the independence of Venezuela, Co- 
lombia, and Ecuador. 

Caracas, the capital, is one of the ancient 
cities of America, having been founded in 
1567. It is noted because of its extraordi- 


| nary climate, which is apparently that of 


perpetual spring, the city being situated in- 
land away from the miasma of the coast and 
about 8,000 feet above the sea, so that the 
average temperature is about 68 degrees, the 
thermometer seldom going above 82 degrees 
or below 48 degrees. There are about 100,000 
people there and the city, with its shaded 
avenues, numerous public squares, costly 
public buildings, fine residences, street cars, 
and other modern improvements is one of the 
notable capitals of America. 

Venezuela is distictively an agricultural 
country. It has thousands upon thousands 
of acres of the richest soil, well watered and 
needing nothing but the most primitive kind 
of cultivation. With a wise and liberal for- 
eign policy, supplemented by laws which 
would protect aliens after they arrived in the 
country, the natura] resources of Venezuela 
could be developed in a few years a thou- 
sandfold. 

Field Surpasses the Orient. 

In such staple products as coffee, cacao, 
sugar, cotton, tobacco, Indian corn, rubber, 
rare ornamental woods, vegetable oils and 
the usual products of the tropics, to say 
nothing of precious metals, iron, copper, 
coal, and asphalt, development has as yet 
been of most primitive character. There is 
a field for the employment of foreign cap- 
ital in Venezuela far superior, in all proba- 
bility, to anything to be found in Africa or 
in the far east. The United States is im- 
mediately interested in the development of 
the most northern of South American re- 
publics because it is within easy reach of our 
steamship lines when they come to be built, 
as they will be built, if the commercial de- 
velopment of Venezuela demands them. 

It is a great shame that Argentina, Brazil, 
Peru, Chile, and other South American na- 
tions should have developed à trade with 
Europe which really belongs to the United 
States. Our relations with Venezuela have 
been such that a vast commerce could have 
been built up between the two countries, if 
it had not been for the fact that just about 
the time which included the Spanish war 
Castro's malign influence began to be felt in 
Venezuela. He was a typical Spanish-Amer- 
ican, shrewd, vainglorious, brave, and in- 
tensely ignorant of the real world beyond 
his own country. He adopted a policy of de- 
fiance so that no capital would go into Vene- 
guela except that which sought large re- 
turng on account of the risks involved in 
its employment in a country which has had 
avout thirty separate executive administra- 
tions in less than eighty years, with a sep- 
arate constitution, more or ‘less, for each 
one of them. 


Said to Disappoint Kaiser. 

There is some reason to believe that the 
promptness with which the deposition of 
Castro was pulled off will be a source of 
great regret and chagrin to the kaiser. It 
is understood here that Castro headed for 
Germany with the idea of giving to that 
country some extraordinary concessions, the 
result of which would be to make German in- 
fluence dominant throughout Venezuela. 

President Castro is said to have conceived 
the idea that the only way he could stand 
off other European nations any longer would 
be by giving to the kaiser’s people such a 
money stake in the country that they would 
find I tto their interest to keep German war- 
ships in the vicinity pretty much all of the 
time, and thus guarantee him continuance of 
his extraordinary power. It may be that 
some foreign nations Jearned of this plan and 
that Vice President Gomez was apprised of 
the fact that if he desired to become. the 
permanent executive he would have to strike 
before President Castro had even begun his 
German negotiations. 

However that may be, it is apparent now 
that Castro is practically deposed, that 
Gomez will be the next president, and that 
the United States will be at least first in the 
a with a naval force in Venezuelan wa-

DOCTOR MAKES GIRL GROW 


Remarkable Results from Use of 
Thyroid Extract. 


CHILD OF 5 IS IIKE A BABY. 


Mind as Well as Body Mach Improved 
in Two Months. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The experiment of 
treating with thyroid extract a girl physical- 
ly and mentally undeveloped has had a re- 
markable success. The patient is Mildred 
Hart, who, although 23 years old, had the 
development of a child of only 5 years, and 
was 83 inches tall. Her teeth were the same 
as a child’s. her skin was cold and harsh, 
and her facial features were undeveloped. 
The soft spot on the top of a baby’s head 
could be felt on her. She had no appetite 
and was mentally unobserving. This was in 
October. 

A physician diagnosing the absence of the 
thyroid secretion took chargeof the case. He 
administered twelve and a half grains of the 
extract of thyrold in the glands daily, The 
patient now has grown two and a halt inches, 
Her skin is moist and warm, her face is con- 
siderably developed, and she has cut several 
new teeth. She is constantly hungry. 

The most wonderful change, however, is in 
her mental condition. She has become ex- 
traordinarily loquacious, using a vocabulary 
she could not have acquired in two months, 
which shows that she unconsciously listened 
to and stored up words without the power of 
employing them.

They were notified Monday night by Lieut. 
Max Nootbaar, Chief Shippy’s secretary, 
to appear at the chief’s office in the afternoon 
at 8o’clock.

New Butter Must Be Certified. 

A delegation headed by John M. Gienn, sec- 
retary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, and T. E. Purcell, a butter dealer, called 
on the commissioner to inquire how soon they 
would be required to observe the law. Dr. 
Evans told them they would be permitted to 
dispose of the butter they have on hand in 
the regular course of business, but that all 
new butter must be certified. 

He then related how the farmers in the 
vicinity’ of Naperville got into the band- 
wagon. They were skeptical and demanded 
proof that their herds might be infected. 
William Rieser submitted hié cows to the test 
and twenty-six were found infected with 
tuberculosis. One was killed and the test 
was substantiated by examination of the 
organs which were dise Rieser sold 
the remaining suspected cows to the packers 
at the stockyards. The farmers sent word 
to Dr. Evans that this must be proof that the 
animals were sound. 

Dr, Evans sent to the yards an in 
who checked up on the Rieser cows. It was 
found that they had been run thr in sev- 
eral lots with sound animals and t several 
cows in each lot had been condemned by the 
government inspectors as infected. The pack- 
ers lost money on these animals. After that 
re md the Naperville dairymen got 

n line. 


Strict Rules in Other Cities. 

“In inaugurating these regulations,” said 
Dr. Evans, we are doing only what 100 
cities and towns within a radius of 500 miles 
have done. Minneapolis and twenty other 
towns in Wisconsin have them. 

“The system is working well in Buenos 
Aires. My attention was attracted to the 
South American city by the fact that it has 
the lowest infant mortality of any large city. 
I inquired the reason, and found they have 
disease proof milk—25,000 quarts a day from 
tuberculin tested cows, and 350,000 quarts 
pasteurized.”’ 

The latest aggregation of dairymen to line 
up with the commissioner is that in the neigh- 
borhood of Antioch, Ill.

Warrants Are Issuable by Audi-} 


tor Only at End of Year. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS 80 


Quarterly and Advance Springfield 
Payments Hard Hit. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 22.—[{Special.}—At- 
torney General Stead in an opinion today to 
Auditor McCullough says the new law on 
salaries of members of the legislature pro- 
vides for annual payment and therefore they 
may not draw their warrants until the end of 
the year. The act gives $1,000 a year, pay- 
able annually. The attorney general holds 
that the term payable annually’”’ means 
at the end of the year. 


Questions to Be Determined. 

The opinion asks these questions: 

“Is the auditor authorized to draw his 
warrant for the payment of the salary of the 
general assembly before it is organized? 

May the salary of ember of the general 
assembly be paid in quarterly installments?” 

Replying to these, the attorney general 
says: 

Tou would not be authorized to draw a 
warrant for the salary of a member of the 
| general assembly until his pay and mileage 
had been certified to you. It is manifest that 
such a certificate could not be made prior to 
the organization of the general assémbly. 


Must Wait a Year for Pay. 


„A member of the general assembly is 
elected for a term of two years. Under the 
provisions of said paragraph 15, chapter 68, 
he is entitled to receive for a year’s service 
the sum of $1,000, payable annually. Inas- 
much as it cannot be ascertained whether 
a member of the legislature has fully per- 
formed a year’s service in that capacity until 
at the close of the year, his compensation 
under the provisions of said paragraph 15 
would not be due until the end of the year. 

Therefore, under the provisions of said 
paragraph 8 you would not be authorized to 
draw a warrant in payment of that service 
until the year has expired.”

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CORONER MAY REOPEN CASE 


Flaningham’s Brothers Dissat- 
isfied with Verdict. 


HEART DISEASE AS CAUSE. 


Official Physician Thinks. Contusions 
Would Not Have Been Fatal. 


Though a coroner’s jury yesterday decided 
that heart disease caused the death of At- 
torney Abraham L. Flaningham, found dead 
Monday midnight in his office, room 418 Real 
Estate Board building, relatives of the dead 
lawyer insist that some circumstances point 
to murder and will ask Coroner Hoffman to 
reopen the case. 

Coroner Hoffman says Flaningham's death 
undoubtedly resulted from natural causes. 
The autopsy showed that an arterial valve 
was broken, due, it was believed, to rheuma- 
tism, from which Flaningham had been a 
sufferer. He had been ill for a long time 
and the evening of the day he died he told 
his partner he felt too IM to go home and re- 
mained in his office: No valuables were 

ken and there was nothing to cause sus- 
picion of murder except bruises on the head, 
which, it was thought, were caused when 
Flaningham fell to the floor. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was based 
largely on the opinion of Coroner’s Physician 
Joseph Springer, who was also consulted by 
the police when they were asked to take 
action, and Inspector Lavin and Capt. Gib- 
bons believe the finding is just. 

When Dr. Springer was made acquainted 
with the objections of relatives late last 
night he expressed his willingness to go into 


the case further. 


Brother Charges Murder.

Audience in Ignorance of Fire. 

When the lights went up all over the house 
the audience commenced to file out without 
knowing the conditions. The balcony and 
orchestra floor held about 1,800 persons to- 
night and the audience was about evenly 
distributed. When the audience was about 
half out of the theater the smell of smoke 
had begun to be so strong that persons in 
the balcony surmised trouble. The balcony 
entrance leads from the lobby of the theater 
and there was no confusion in the orchestra 
on account of crowding from above. 

When the persons not yet out found there 
was a fire they merely asked the persons 
ahead of them to move as fast as they could. 
There was little complaint on account of the 
actions of any one in the audience, for every 
one in the theater appeared to be looking 
out for the safety of every one else. 

By the time the crowd was all out the fire- 
men had arrived, but the building was so 
filled with flames and smoke that it seemed 
‘Impossible for the firemen to save it. 5

Re- 
serves were called from all nearby station 
houses, for the crowd on Broadway was so 
big the firemen were impeded in their work. 
Fire lines quickly were established.

Novelty and Progress Confused. 


Not everything pew is progress, de- 
clared the ex-governor. “ We hear too much 
of the new significance of public: demands. 
Among all the privileges in this wondrous 
country the bright particular.one is the privi- 
lege of. free speech. When that goes popular 
government goes with it. But great as it 
is he should be deprived of it who uses it 
only to say what he believés others think 
instead of what he thinks himself. 

The commitment of" this country is com- 
plete to progress and improvement. But 
there are new encroachments. new heresies, 
new forms of oppression, atid new ways to 
accomplish old ones. We do not always reap 
an advantage by the exchange or displace- 
ment of power. 

“The relinguishment of power by pudlie 
servants to the populace is wrong. The oath 
of office binds the man who takes it to be 
guided, not by the people’s whims and hu- 
mors, which change from day to day, but by 
their constitution which they have solemnly 
adopted. 

That constitution was intended to pro-“ 
tect the people against the mistakes of their 
own temper as well as to guide and control 
their chosen representatives, and while it 
lasts it binds them both. 


For Liberty and Equality. 
“TAberty and equality were the signals for 


‘the creation of this republic and have been 


ite watchwords ever see. It is sought to 
make personal liberty mean the right to 
pursue our callings only as others possessed 
of power may prescribe, and equality to mean 
an equal share in results. The differences 
which nature has imposed in the capacity, 
character, and habits of men no statute can 
remove and no association can equalize.” 

Mr. Black condemned haste in federal and 
state legislation and continued: For years 
the country has been ablaze with fervor to en- 
force a law which now in sheer exhaustion 
and returning sense it confesses should never 
have been passed at all. And the amazing 
statement is now made that the best way to 
deal with one of the crimes named in the 
Sherman act is to put that particular crime 
on the free list.

Tarik revision is thé latest cure-all. But 
if it can transform what was a crime against 
the public yesterday into a public blessing 
today it has virtues which even its warmest 
advocates have never mentioned. 

Whatever is actually wrong continues

declared by law to be a criminal act the real 
offense is done not by those engaged in the 
business but by the legislature that so de- 
scribes it.

Government Annuity of $15,000 After 
Retirement Also Asked.

of the president of the United States to 


$100,000. He also would be glad to see his 
successors, when they retire from office, re- 
celve a government annuity of $10,000 or 
$15,000. : 

Should congress decide that the pres dent is 
underpaid and pass the Bourne bill raising 
his salary to $100,000 after March 4 next. Mr. 
Roosevelt will approve the measure with his 
signature. 0 

In regard to the life annuity for ex-presi- 
dents, he does not wish such an institution 


applied to himself, but for those who come 


after him he considers such a provision 
proper to make. He thinks it will largely 
eolye the worries of the people who are agi- 
tat the problem of what to do with our 
ex-presidents, and inasmuch as there are 
many presidents who are possessed of only 
moderate means when they enter the White 
house and who are certainly as poor when 
they leave it, it would be the fair thing for 
the government to do to provide means for 
them in their retirement to private life. 

In favoring the Bourne bill President 
Roosevelt makes no complaint as to his pres- 
ent pay, but he believes that the heavy de- 
mands on the president's private purse for 
entertainment and general functions are such 
as to cause the average man who holds the 
position to retire from it with practically 
nothing on hand but experience and prestige. 


TARIFF HEARINGS ARE HALTED. 


Ways and Means Subcommittee Begins 
Work of Preparing Bill for Extra - 
Con onal Session. s 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.— The house 
waye and means committee today completed 
its tariff hearings, and the subcommittee, 
consisting of the Republican members of the 
full committee, began the work of revising 
the present law into a tariff bill. This bill is 
to be submitted to congress at the special 
session, which it is understood will be called 
together next March. 

To complete its work in time, the subcom- 
mittee will hold daily metings behind closed 
doors untikthe new bill has been framed. 

No tariff revision committee has ever hed 
at its command so large a fund of informa- 
tion as the present committee, and the in- 
dividual members will facilitate the work 
hy devoting a large part of their time to the 
consideration of the testimony that has been 
given before the committee and to the 
perusal of the numerous reports available 
for their use. 

There was little done at today’s meeting 
aside from mapping out the plans to be pur- 
sued in drafting the new bill. 


INCREASE IN ALIENS SMALL. 


‘Secretary Straus Says America Gained 


Only 6,298 Foreigners in Tear 
717,814 Went Back Home. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—The increase 
in the alien population of the United states 
m the year ending Sept. 80 last was only 
8. 208. . 

According to Secretary Straus, 724. 112 for- 
eigners came to this country in the years be- 
tween Oct. 1, 1007, and Sept. 30, last, put aur- 
ing the same period 717,814 foreigners left our 
shores for their own countries. 

Secretary Straus said that never before 
has the government had figures as to de- 
parting aliens. Steamships have been relied 
upon to furnish estimates of these, but until 
the last year the figures.were not officially 
recorded. Hereafter this will be done.

A LESSON FROM THE MUNICIPAL 
COURT. 

Out of the malodorous Wreckage of the 
justice court of Cook county has risen 
one of the cleanest and most effective in- 
stitutions for the administration of jus- 
tice in the country. 

This is a fact of which Chicago should 
be proud. The long years of corruption 
and injustice which afflicted the communi- 
ty through the justice court and the con- 
stable system brought finally revolt and 
reform. It was tardy in coming, but it 
is gratifying to know that it was effectual 
when it came. The Municipal court was 
wisely conceived, and it is working well 
for that reason chiefly, although cfedit is 
due those who administer it, and also ta 
that intelligent public opinion which in- 
sists and will continue to insist upon in- 
tegrity and efficiency in its operation. 

To this end, however, public opinion 
must be informed, and Dean Wigmore of 
the Northwestern university law schöbol 
has done well.in ealling attention to the 
celerjty with which business is dispatched 
in the Municipal court. The statistics he 
cites in an editorial note in the IIlinois 
Review are quite enough to make a Cir- 
cuit or Superior judge visit an oculist. 
That a court should dispose of more cases 
than were filed in a term instead of drazg- 
ging wearily and hopelessly in the rear of 
its calendar sounds ineredible. But the 
Municipal court has done it. : 

The comparison must not be charged 
against the judges of the higher coirt, 
however, except as any of them may be 
guilty of. indifference to the evils which 
our elaborate system of practice brings in 
its interminable train. And in this guilt 
they have the company of the large part 
of the bar. But if the superior efficiency of 
the- Municipal court is not the result of 
superior zeal and efficiency of its officers 
—and we believe it is not— the lesson to 
be drawn from comparison is the more 
important. 

That judgment should be prompt is al- 
most as important as that it should be 
righteous, and it ought to be easier to 
attain. Yet im America, which is so 
headlong in most affairs, we have built 
up a system of judicial practice which is 
deplorably dilatory and burdensome. Are 
we to bear its burden much longer? The 
answer lies very largely with the bench 
and the bar. But public opinion will in 
time compel reform if the legal profession 
itself does not realize its duty and per- 
form it. As Tue TRIBUNE pointed out 
in an editorial at the time of the last 
annual meeting of the Illinois Bar associ-. 
ation, the profession owes it to itself and 
to the state to take the lead in adjective 
law reform. 


AUTOMOBILE CASUALTIES INCREASE. 

It may be that the statistics on auto- 
mobile casualties are more thorough this 
year aud that the shocking increase 
brought to publi¢ attention by investiga- 
ting aldermen must be discounted. But 
at best the ascertained facts are alarmiug 
and that there has been an increase seems 
likely enough to justify drastic measures. 
The apparent increase of one-third in the 


death rate of automobilists and of 41 per 


cent in the rate of injuries is of a degree 
to arrest the most indifferent. 

As to the cure of this evil, opinions 
must differ widely. Evidently the force 
af public opinion has not yet become 
great enough to mend matters. Ald. Tay- 
lor's proposition seems well considered. 
He would provide for the revocation of 
the license upon the second conviction. 
Ald. ‘Thomson wishes to make the owner 
responsible for speed violations, which is 
in principle just and undpubtedly ex- 
pedient, though it may be difficult to 
frame a lawful ordinance to effect this. 
Ald. Cettenberg proposes a prohibition 
of the sale ef machines which. are so 
geared as to permit a speed of niore than 
twenty miles an hour. But this, to be in- 
clusive, would involve interstate com- 
merce limitations and may not be neces- 
sary, if proper punitive measures are 
devised.

TIMELY RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Circuit court judges, with election 
day less than six months off, have recom- 
mended reform in the county service. 
The recommendation is belated but none 
the less valuable. The heads of depart- 
ments asked for more and have 
been refused them. Manifestly it is the 
belief of the judges that the present em- 
ployés can do the work with a little more 
industry. 5 

The judges have not confined them- 
selves to negative action. They have rec- 
ommended the application of the merit 
system to all county employés. That is 
a matter for the legislature to attend to. 
It failed to last year, though both parties 
in Cook county had pledged themselves to 
the reform. 

Of equal importagce is the recommenda- 
tion that business methods be introduced 
in the county offices. There the judges 
touch one of the most crying defects of 
the public service. Private employers 
always are modifying methods to secure 
economy and efficiency. The public em- 
ployer prefers te move along in the deep 
rut of routine and abhors change. The 


county board should create the commis- 


sion suggested by the judges. There is 


more than one public spirited organization . 


which would be ready to assist in modern-. 
izing the business methods of the county 
if it were sure that it would not be wast- 
ing its time. 

The judges weuld like to get more work 
out of county employés, Mayor Busse 
would like to get more work out of city 
hall employés. Some of them reach their 
offices at too late an hour and use up in 
other ways time which belongs to the city. 
The council should codperate with the 
mayor in the economic policy: he advo-. 
cates. The slothfulness of city employés, 
of which the mayor has complained more 
than once, is a fraud upon the taxpayers. 
Because of it the city government finds 
it harder to make ends meet. The mag in 
the city’s employ should work for it just 
as hard and long as he would for a pri- 
vate employer. 


PURE MILK FOR CHICAGO. 

The vote of the-dairymen day before 
yesterday to submit to the requirements 
of the city, shows the progress which the 
health commissioner is making in his 
campaign for pure milk. The dairymén. 
who supply the Chicago market are be-, 


coming convinced that they will lose that 


market if they do not submit. They are 
learning that some réquirements which 
they once thought needless and unjust are 
necessary. This explains the acceptance 
of the tuberculin test at Monday’s cou- 
vention. Henceforth there will be no tu- 
berculosis germs in the milk consumed in 
Chicago, | 

Dr. Evans said to the dairymen, “ Chi- 
eago intends to have pure milk and milk 
free from disease if it is possible to have 
it.” The progress which has been made 
in the war on impure milk is so great 
as to strengthen the hope that in time the 
words “if it is possible,” will be erased 
from the vocabulary of the health depart- 
ment. The fight for pure milk is a hari 
one. Iggorance, stupidity, and criminal! 
greed have to be contended with. There 
has to be patient vigilance, within and 
without the city. Great will be the re- 
ward. It will be the preservation of life 
and health. With pure milk there would 
not be so many little graves in the ceme- 
teries nor so many children in the schools 
imperfectly developed physically and men- 
tally because they were fed as infants on 
impure milk.

Dr. Evans, wh 
suggesting the advisability of leaving 
boy in Woodstock on account of the greater 
purity of the country air, never even sug- 
gested that his removal to Chicago was con- 
trary to any law or ordinance. No permis- 
sion for the removal of the boy was asked of 
the health department, therefore such per- 
mission could not possibly have been refused. 
It is also untrue that the health department 
has had occasion to place my residence under 
rig quarantine. Before the boy’s removal 
I had a stairway built on the outside of my 
house leading over the root of a veranda to 
the back portion of the bedroom floor. This 
pee ‘of the house is completely shut off 
all the rest of the house, fully as much 
v0 as one house {s separated from ita neighbor 
by a party wall. The boy was carried over 
this stairway and roof and through a window 
into the nursery. Two trained nurses who 
accompanied the boy from Woodstock are 
doing everything known to modern science 
to prevent contagion from out of the sich- 
room, There is absolutely no communicatio 
with this quarantined and completely sepa 
rated portion of the house except by private 
telephone extension. If any member of the 
family wants to see tne boy it i& done by 
climbing upon the veranda roof and looking, 
through the closed window from a respecta- 
ble distance. Even the doctor gets to the 
sickroom over this outside stairway. On 
Friday last, while the boy was moved to the 
city, Dr, Goodkind called up the health de- 
partment to have a scariet fever sign put on 
the premises. When a health officer came 
the next Morning he was completely satisficd 
_with the precautions taken. re Was no 
suggestion made that anything had been 
omitted which by human power could be 
done to more completely quarantine the sick- 
room.“ SIGMUND ZEISLER.

Chicago, Dec. 22.—- [Editor of The Tribune.] 
Is the government of these United States 
to be managed by rules of courtesy alone, or 
does it in the main depend upon the virile 
strength And judgment of those who main- 
tain and defend its principles before the 
world? 

Are the women—a large part of them 
minors, who are deserting our homes, where 
there is a erying need of their services, and 
crowding men and boys from shops, offices, 
and department stores—to be the dictators of 
the nation’s policies? 

What will become of these homes in a few 
years if this course is continued? The United 
States ceneus report of 1890 shows that the 
average age of working women was from 18 
to 22 years. In 1900 the average had risen to 
from 18 to 25, and the number of women so 
engaged had greatly increased. The infer- 
ence is that the competition of women had so 
lowered the wages of men that they could no 
longer marry at so early an age, if at all, 
and that more women must, therefore, work, 
and for a longer time.
